GARRISONS FOR COALING” 
oe STATIONS. -

Sir John Colomb, MP, has addressed to the 
First Lord ofthe ‘Admiralty a lengthy memor- 
andum on the question of garrisons for coal- 
ing stations, now under. consideration of the 
Admiralty Ahd War Office. Sir John argues 
that thy transfer from the War Office to the 
Admiralty.of the control and custody af coaliny, 
Stations is a question the answer to which must 
be gorermed by: purely naval considerations, 
and subiiits that the small amount of ammuni- 
tion and the‘timited fife of guns carried by 
warships tends to reduce . the probability of 
their attacking very moderately defended fixed 
positions. . Recent experience. by sea and land 
sugeests that the -effect ‘likely to be praduced 
by artillery fire on moderately defended posi- 
tions in proportion to thé immuni! ion consumed 
reduces almost to minimnaithe risk of attack by 
warships on such positions. Sir John therefore 
considers that we nave ex: qgerated the risk and 
‘overdone the fortifications of coal ng stations 
and consequently their garrisons. He dacs not 
therefore accept the War Office standard of 
jhe numerical strength ‘of their . garrison 
establishments as a guide for the Admiralty in 
the event {their taking over any of these 
bases The memorandum goes on to state the 
writer's reasons for advocating the garrisoning 
ef distant naval tases with Marines ; but Sir 
John Coldimb paints out that the application, 
of this principle ‘should in his opinion be 
liauted at first to one or two. stations, and the |: 
Sarrisons «f Hongkong and ‘Wei-lni-Wei are 
selected, in. view of their importance and 
suitability, An’ increidse'-of 5,000 Marines 
would -provide, not only for their white 
varrisona; ‘which aggregate roughly 2,500, 
but also for: the ‘relief of the garrisons, 
‘and the Colonial avxiliary Naval Reserve 
would be 2,5ro, Or haif the: force maintained’ 
by the Mother-country for the two gurrisons 
and: their-relief, The writer goes onto say it 
is not easy to understand the objection raised 
by ex-First Lords to the War Office proposals 
on May ‘rz last, that there would’ have ‘to, be | 
such constant interchange of Marines ‘between 
ships ‘and shore ax would seriously injure 
the efficiency of the ships.
